Mr. Atkinson’s English Interview. 

In the interview to which he refers Mr. 
Atkinson is quoted as follows: 

“The one way in which Lancashire can 
be absolutely certain of a full and ample 
supply of cotton for all time to come is to 
study the negro farmer by promoting his 
progress and to supplement his work by 
joining in the effort now being made to 
turn Italian and Southern European mi- 
gration to these fertile cotton lands and 
fields of the great Southwest, and that is 
rapidly going on. The pamphlet is the 
personal narrative of but one of the many 
negro leaders, a man who, like Booker 
Washington, has become the industrial 
prophet of the most ignorant and hapless 
section of the old cotton States, the “Black 
Belt’ of Alabama, where in eight counties, 
comprising about 8000 square miles, there 
are over 200,000 negroes and about 70,000 
whites. To their credit let it be known 
that, here as elsewhere, the most intelli- 
gent and progressive of the old white set- 
tlers are assisting and aiding the negroes 
in all their efforts to rise. They are in a 
minority yet among the white men of the 
South, but that minority which controls 
events will soon become a majority. Now, 
I have told you that in the whole cotton 
section of the United States there are but 
30,000’ square miles cultivated for cotton. 
In this ‘Black Belt’ there are about 20,000 
Square miles, or two-fifths of that single 
State, which covers about the same area 
as the area of England. With such men 
as Edwards leading the people upward 
and onward, the whole supply of Lanca- 
shire, 3,000,000 bales of the best staple 
cotton of the world, can be sent from 10,- 
O00 square mile of that ‘Black Belt,’ and

Scarcity of Coal Cars on the Chesapeake & Ohio, 


[Special Correspondence Manufacturers’ Record. ] 
Charleston, W. Va., October 23. 

Ever since coming into this State I have heard complaints from coal operators as 
to the scarcity of cars for the movement of coal. This Kanawha river section is largely 
dependent on the Chesapeake & Ohio Railway. for transportation facilities, and the 
New River section wholly so. Statistics show that conditions have been for some years 
growing from bad to worse. In 1908 the average days per month on which cars were 
The working month is called 24 days. 
And thus there was an average shortage for 
In 1904 the monthly average had fallen 


supplied was 11.02. This is known as a full 
run, not theoretically, but in practice. 
every month in 1908 of more than 50 per cent. 
to 9.69, and for the nine months of this year ending September 30 the average shortage 
has still further fallen until it stands at 8.73. 

A spirit of desperation has begun to manifest itself among the operators, who find 
profitable operations impossible under present conditions, and who fear even worse 
conditions with the acquisition and construction of new branch lines up the creeks and 
rivers tributary to the main line of the Chesapeake & Ohio. 

Operators are, therefore, evincing a determination to gain relief. The first efforts 
have been made in the form of an appeal to President George W. Stevens of the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio road. At the same time, inquiries have been instituted as to what legal 
compulsory remedies there may be at hand. 

The appeal to President Stevens promises to bear fruit. It was made last week by 
a committee composed of Messrs. Sam Dixon, C. C. Beury and Wm. McKell, repre- 
senting the New River operators, and F. T. Garrison, M. T. Davis, M. T. Roach and 
J. R. Thomas on behalf of the Kanawha operators, this committee representing every 
operator, save one or two, in these entire districts. The committee was accompanied 
by Hon. Joseph H. Gaines, counsel for the operators, and Neil Robinson, expert and 
statistician. 

The situation was set forth in a report recently made to this committee in this form: 

“Charleston, W. Va., October 14. 

“During the early part of 1903 I was retained by your associations to investigate

conditions, my report has been reprinted and will be attached thereto. Copies of the 
papers addressed to the directors of the railway company are also attached. 

“Two years have elapsed since your former joint effort to secure an improvement 
in transportation *facilities. The conditions are worse today than they were then. It 
is true that the Chesapeake & Ohio is moving more tons per month, but there has been 
a much greater increase in your capacity for production, and the result is clearly 
shown in the following comparative statement: 


New River and Kanawha Districts. 
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The running time for the mines is growing less each year, and the outlook for the 
future is most discouraging; new operations are starting on Guyan, and they will be 
followed by new plants on Coal river, Lower Loup, Piney extension, Laurel creek, ete. 
Heroic remedies must be applied, or the coal industries on the line of the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Railway will be involved in grave disasters. Labor is demoralized by idleness ; 
cost of production is greatly increased; property values are reduced, and owners and 
operators are deprived of their legitimate income by reason of the complete failure of 
the railroad company to move even one-half of the tonnage that is offered. 

“It has been the policy of the Chesapeake & Ohio to invest heavily in branch lines, 
or feeders, to control the territory and prevent the entrance of competing lines. From 
the viewpoint of the railway this may be ‘the natural thing to do,’ as has been claimed, 
and there would be no objection to it on the part of the operators if an equal amount 
of money and energy were given to the betterment of tidewater facilities and exten- 
sions of the line in the direction of the Great Lakes. We have no evidence that this 
needed relief is coming. We see the road reaching out every day for more coal terri- 
tory, but we do not see where adequate arrangements are being made to handle the 
coal they now have. 

“I do not for one moment question the earnest desire of President Stevens to double 
his present coal tonnage ; but he cannot buy, build or lease a road to the Lakes without 
the sanction of his board of directors. Possibly success can be won by a strong joint 
effort on the part of the president and the shippers on his line. 

“The Chesapeake & Ohio Railway is dwarfed, starved, by its ownership. Its stock 
is held by two rival organizations and a multitude of small investors. The latter are 





powerless, und the former—the Pennsylvania and New York Central railroads—have | 
vreater interests that can best be protected by holding the Chesapeake & Ohio in leash. 

‘Six of the directors in the Chesapeake & Ohio are directors and officers in the 
i nnsylvania and New York Central systems. They constitute the power and the 
control of the Chesapeake & Ohio. President Stevens can only carry out their man 
dates. ‘They are wholly and entirely responsible for the deplorable conditions under 
which you have been conducting your mining operations; they alone can give you 
relief, and I therefore suggest that a full statement be submitted to the board of direc- 
tors at their coming meeting. I have no doubt that President Stevens will take pleasure 
in arranging for a conference, and I am quite sure that you can rely upon his full and 
hearty co-operation in the advocacy of your appeals for a betterment in transporta 
tion facilities.’ 

President Stevens announced that 1000 new cars are now being delivered, and gave 
hopes of the purchase of 4000 or 5000 additional cars. It was evident to the committee 
that President Stevens favored a very large addition to the car equipment of his line. 
The operators’ committee thereupon bound themselves in writing to pledge their credit
